ARRL CHANGES DXCC COUNTRY CRITERIA 


As expected, the ARRL Awards Committee has accepted the 
DX Advisory Committee's recommendation (DXAC vote was 
15-1) to modify DXCC Criterion 5(b) as follows: 


5(b). The following will not be eligible for 
consideration as a separate entity from the host 
country: Embassies, consulates and extra-territorial 
legal entities of all nature, including, but not 
Limited to, monuments, offices of the United Nations 
agencies or related organizations, other 
inter-governmental organizations of diplomatic 
missions. 


As always, this change is not retroactive, and those 
entities on the DXCC list which do not fit the new 
criteria will remain on the list. 


MANY OPERATIONS are coming to a close ... J5WAD 
reports have been absent for several weeks and, as we 
predicted, Vlad may have left for home in the U.S.S.R.; 
J28EI, active on the low bands this year, will leave 
the air around Dec 18; VK9ZB will reportedly leave 
Willis the middle of this month; and VR6JR is still 
reported this week but is overdue to leave Pitcairn.

WORK A NEW ONE! 


AS ALREADY noted here, Aruba will be eligible for 
separate DXCC status beginning Jan 1, due to their 
beginning down the road to separate political status 
from the Netherlands Antilles. 


Bob Shohet, KQ2M, will operate from Aruba Jan 13-20; 
he has been informed by the DXCC Desk that although the 
official DXCC change will take 4-6 months, retroactive 
credit will be granted for contacts back to Jan 1, 
1986. Bob expects to sign P4/KQ2M. QSL address is Bob

COLVINS REPORT ON NANIBIA OPERATION
